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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 are pending in the application. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too long. Correction is required. 
See MPEP § 608.01(b). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. The following reason(s) apply: 

a) Claim 1 is vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant by the moiety 
0 2 CNR 26 R 27 in the definition of Bj and B 2 . If -0-C(=0)-NR 26 R 27 is what the 
applicant intended it should be stated so. 

b) Claim 1 is vague and indefinite in that the definition of R 30 appears twice in line 9 
of page 62. 

c) Claim 3 is vague and indefinite in that the nomenclature of the species in lines 26- 
28 of page 63 has a semi-colon followed by a close bracket. 

d) Claim 3 is vague and indefinite in that the nomenclature of the species in lines 14- 
lb of page 64 is missing an open bracket. 
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e) Claim 3 is vague and indefinite in that the nomenclature of the species in lines 22- 
24 of page 65 has a semi-colon followed by a close bracket. 

f) Claim 3 is vague and indefinite in that the nomenclature of the species in lines 9- 
10, 12-14 and 16-18 of page 67 have a period after each species rather than a 
semi-colon. 

g) Claims 4 and 5 indicate “comprises providing an effective amount of a compound 
of claim 1 to said patient” which is unclear as to whether this is indicative of a 
subject in need thereof. 


Claim Objections 

Claims 2 and 6 are rejected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following references are cited as the state of the art, WO 97/19086 and WO 
93/10121.
